Senntor Gibson's Reply o Governor
RBrown,
JACcksnonro', TENN., Sept. 20, 1572,

Eprrors Carostene: I have just bheen
shown a copy of the Nashvyille Union and
American contalning a report of Gov.
Brown's gspeech at Leébanon, wherein His
Excellency does me the honor to refer to
my Iate Knoxyille speech,

The Governor makes three aseertions in
his specch ;

1st. Governor Brown pronounces my
“oharges” “'fulse in every particular,'’

2d. Governor Brown remds o note from
Thos. O'Conner, who sayvs “'Mr, Gibson
siid to me that he believed that the lease
af the penitentinry was the very bt thing
for the State; and that i It requires his
vote to pass the bill he would vote for it ;
but inasmuch as lie believed the bill would
certainly pass on ite own merits, he would
simply vote against it, but would make no
speech or do anything ngainst it. He gave
ns his reason that it would affect him lo-
cally, as he had some constituents that
were miners,"’

3d. Governor Brown says 1 have “the
effrontery to charge him and members of
the Leglslature with secretly sacriticing
the best interests of the State,’!

Now for the facts in reply to the Gov-
arnor.

My fire! ¢harge is that *this lease wos
made with the utmost secrecy.”

Read the proof. I was a member of the
Heuate Penitentinry Committee, The pro-
priety of making this lease was never com-
municated to me, or, as I have reason to
believe, to any other member of aaid com-
mittee cxcept Mr, Warren, the Chairman.
